Examination of Rats — Bristol. 

During the period from August 1 to December 31, 1916, 6,175 rats 
were examined at Bristol. Of these, 3,321 were taken in the city and 
at the city dock, and 2,854 at port docks. No plague infection was 
found. 

Examination of Rats — Hull. 

The examination of rats taken from dock warehouses and vessels 
in dock at Hull has been reported as follows: Three weeks ended 
December 30, 1916, 58 rats; week ended January 6, 1917, 23 rats. 
No plague infection was found. 

Examination of Rats — Liverpool. 

During the two weeks ended December 30, 1916, 304 rats were 
examined at Liverpool. No plague infection was found. The last 
plague-infected rat at Liverpool was reported found in October, 1916. 

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 

Plague — New Focus of Infection— Koms. 

During the week ended November 12, 1916, a new focus of plague 
infection was found at Koms, Uitenhage district, State of Cape of 
Good Hope.
